McMINNVILLE, Tenn.—I am prais- 
ing the Lord from day to day for His 
saving, sanctifying, and healing 
power, also for the blessed promise 
of the Holy Ghost. I thank Him for 
a better understanding of His holy 
Word. He said ask in faith, believing, 
and we should receive. Praise His 
holy name, His promises are true! 

For about nineteen years I was af- 
flicted with a spinal dislocation where 
the head and neck join. At times I 
suffered intense pain and could hard- 
ly rest day or night. Medical doctors 
pronounced my trouble as neuritis, 
but their remedies did me no good. 
I found that chiropractic adjustments 
would relieve the condition tempo- 
rarily, but a sudden wrench or heavy 
lift would cause the vertebra to slip 
again. I dared not ride in a car for 
any distance, especially over rough 
roads. During one of the last times, 
I suffered so intensely until even the 
chiropractor’s adjustments didn’t re- 
lieve. I asked him if it were possible 
that a tumor or growth might have 
been caused by so much friction, and 
he said it was possible. 

Practically all my life I had also 
been afflicted with an _ intestinal 
trouble. I never knew what it was to 
feel well in body, and became more 
discouraged all the time.

Text: John 16:8, 
(the Holy Ghost) 
reprove (convict) 
kind) of sin.” 

The Scripture teaches that the Holy 
Ghost does an important work in the 
salvation of a human soul. The Holy 
Spirit functions as a prosecuting at- 
torney for Jesus Christ among sin- 
ners, to convict them of unbelief and 
rejection of Jesus Christ as Lord and 
Saviour. Sinful men must be made 
to realize that they are lost and that 
Jesus Christ is their only hope for 
salvation. It is the work of the Holy 
Spirit to bring all this to pass for 
sinful men. It is common knowledge 
that human beings will act largely on 
feelings, and when the Holy Spirit 
convicts men of their sins, they will 
feel like giving up this old evil world 
and falling upon their knees and 
praying, “God, be merciful to me a 
sinner, and save me for Christ’s sake.” 
And I hasten to add that they are not 
likely to do this in a very sincere 
way until they are convicted by the 
Holy Spirit. 

Carnal methods may be, and are, 
used to get the crowd, the stir, and 
the money, but carnal results are 
usually reaped. On the other hand, 
when the Holy Spirit really gets into 
a revival and leads in the preaching, 
singing, personal work, and altar 
work, which we believe is the New 
Testament method, lasting results 
will be accomplished and the con- 
verts will not backslide every time the 
weather changes. Let us be sure that 
we do God’s work in God’s way, lest 
our works be burned at the bema 
judgment as wood, hay, and stubble. 
1 Cor. 3:11-16. I know that gold, silver, 
and precious stones don’t pile up as 
fast as wood, hay, and stubble, but 
I think that the gold, silver, and 
precious stones will look much better 
at the judgment seat of Christ. 2 Cor. 
5:10. All the believer’s works must 
come into judgment. Our works are 
represented by gold, silver, precious 
stones, wood, hay, and stubble. 

I admit that no one can be saved 
apart from the convicting work of 
the Holy Ghost. In John 6:44, Jesus 
said, “No man can come to me, ex- 
cept the Father... draw him.” God 
the Father draws men to Jesus Christ 
through the person of the Holy Ghost. 
The Holy Ghost is the Executive of 
the Godhead, sent out into this world 
to spearhead the attack in Bible 
evangelism, and approach the sinful 
heart to convict of sin and present 
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Jesus Christ to the sinner as his Sav- 
iour. God the Father and God the 
Son are both at this present time 
personally in heaven, but God the 
Spirit is in the earth, faithfully 
carrying on His dispensational work. 
John 14:17, “. . . he dwelleth with 
you, and shall be in you.” This was 
said primarily to Christians—“he 
dwelleth with you’”— but it is also 
true that sinners have the Spirit ap- 
proaching them from without in con- 
viction. The expression with indicates 
the approach of God to the human 
soul to convict of sin. In John 12:32, 
Jesus said He would draw all men 
(all classes of men) unto Him. Note 
the drawing of men to Him. This 
drawing is done through the con- 
victing power of the Holy Ghost. 


The Holy Ghost may use such 
means as a song, testimony, dream, 
or vision to awaken and arouse men 
to their need of salvation, but usually 
the preached Word. The Bible itself 
teaches this. Rom. 1:16, “For I am 
not ashamed of the gospel of Christ: 
for it is the power of God unto sal- 
vation to every one that believeth.” 
If a man doesn’t believe the gospel, 
it means nothing to him. Heb. 4:2, 
“|. . the word preached did not profit 
them, not being mixed with faith in 
them that heard it.” Rom. 10:17, “So 


then faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God.” 1 Cor. 
1:21, “. . . it pleased God by the fool- 
ishness of preaching to save them 
that believe.” Not foolish preaching, 
but the foolishness of preaching. We 
learn from this that God’s method 
to save is the preaching of the gos- 
pel. Paul said in Eph. 6:17, that the 
Word of God is the sword (imple- 
ment) of the Spirit. He said in Heb. 
4:12, that the Word of God is sharper 
than any twoedged sword, so the 
Word of God will cut a swath, if 
preached in power. 

When the multitude at Pentecost 
heard Peter’s sermon, they were 
pricked (convicted) in their hearts 
and wanted to know what they should 
do. We are taught in Homiletics that 
a great sermon is one that accom- 
plishes its purpose. If this be true, 
then the apostle Peter’s sermon was 
doubly great, for it won three thou- 
sand souls to the Lord in one day. 
Acts 2:37-41. Verse 42 says “they con- 
tinued stedfastly in the apostles’ doc- 
trine and fellowship, and in break- 
ing of bread, and in prayers.” What 
a contrast to many revivals in -our 
day! 

God’s plan for evangelizing the 
world in this age is: first of all, God- 
called, God-anointed ministers who 
will preach the gospel of Jesus Christ in 
its power and fulness. Rom. 11:29, 
“The gifts and calling of God are 
without repentance.” When God calls 
anyone, He doesn’t relax or change 
the calling. The word “repentance” 
in some instances means to .change 
the mind. In Luke 4:18, Jesus said, 
“The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
because he hath anointed me _ to 
preach the gospel to the poor.” Acts 
10:38, “God anointed Jesus of Naza- 
reth with the Holy Ghost and with 
power.” 1 Cor. 2:4, Paul’s preaching 
among the Corinthians was “in 
demonstration of the Spirit and in 
power.” 1 John 2:20, “But ye have 
an unction (anointing) from the 
Holy One.” 

If Jesus and Paul and John needed 
the anointing in their day, to preach 
the gospel, then surely preachers need 
it in this day of worldliness and in- 
difference in the churches. The Holy 
Ghost, then, anoints the minister; he 
preaches the Word (or at least 
should); and souls are begotten by 
the Word. 2 Tim. 4:2. Paul’s last ad- 
vice to Timothy was to preach the 
Word. Souls are born by the Word

CHILDREN ASK PARENTS TO COME TO CHURCH 

CHICAGO—Bearing placards announcing “A Little Child 
Shall Lead Them,” and “Our Parents Unfair to Send and 
Not to Go,” these Sunday School pupils, of Irving Park 
Lutheran Church, here adopted this modern technique to 
encourage increased parental attendance at church. 

Why wait until the millennium for the children to do 
their part to help save their parents? The juvenile delin- 
quency is alarming all over the world, but remember, par- 
ental delinquency came first. The direct cause can be 
traced to indifferent, careless, nonchurch-going parents. 
They have failed to go to Sunday School and church them- 
selves and let their children rove the street as they please. 
The court records show that over 97 per cent of the chil- 
dren arrested for crime and misdemeanors have not at- 
tended Sunday Schools. 

“Justice Louis L. Faucett, of the Supreme Court of the 
State of New York, declares that during his twenty-three 
years’ experience on the bench, in which time more than 
four thousand boys were brought before him, he found 
only three who were members of a Sunday School at the 
time they committed their crime. He says, ‘This experience 
has satisfied me of the value of the Sunday School to the 
community in helping to safeguard it from the growth of 
criminals. In fact, I regard our Sunday Schools as the only 
effective means to stem the tide of vice and crime among 
our youth.’ 

“The Sunday School is the gold mine of the church. In 
the average church not more than 10 per cent of its energy, 
enterprise, and finance is put into the Sunday School, yet 
it yields ninety per cent of the new members, workers, 
and new home contacts... 

“A very conservative estimate declares that 75 per cent 
of the members of all denominations come up from the 
Sunday School, 85 per cent of the church workers, and 95 
per cent of all ministers and missionaries at sometime 
were Sunday School scholars.”—The Sunday School in Ac- 
tion. 

Some parents, however, have become so indifferent that 
they will not take their children to Sunday School, but send 
them alone, and this is not fair. Mothers, fathers, you 
should go with them. May God grant that many millions 
of our girls and boys will strive to lead their parents back 
to Sunday School and to God. 


THE SECOND NATIONAL YOUTH 
PROMOTIONAL MEETING 

Convened in Cleveland, October 28-30, which was an- 
other history-making event. 

The convention was a joint session of the National Youth 
Committee and the state youth directors, with a number 
of state overseers and general officials. The rules for 
awarding the national banners to Sunday Schools for the 
fiscal year were discussed in detail and many very help- 
ful suggestions and definite plans were effected in the var- 
ious phases of the youth work in attempting to do the 
greatest job they have ever done. They have a well- 
balanced, well-rounded program, which reflects an earnest, 
conscientious and enthusiastic consideration. These three 
days and nights have been busy ones, brimming full of 
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interesting, helpful and instructive things. There were 
twenty-two state youth directors present. On Wednesday 
evening before a large congregation, each state youth di- 
rector was given three minutes in which to make a report 
from his respective territory. Let me say here, those fel- 
lows were prepared and it is almost amazing the amount 
of thrilling information of outstanding accomplishments 
they gave in that short time! The different, yet consecrated 
personalities from the different states of the Union re- 
minded me of a beautiful bouquet of flowers with colors 
and perfume in profusion, for they really held one’s in- 
terest pleasantly and their enthusiasm was contagious— 
you felt your own heart warmly responding to their chal- 
lenge. 

I wish you could have heard them, or we could tell you 
now so that you could enjoy and appreciate the work be- 
ing done by our stalwart, energetic, ever-determined-to- 
win Church of God youth. Space forbids my attempting to 
tell you all the good things we enjoyed, but if you could 
have heard Brother Willis, of Florida, tell of the hundred 
revivals in which over a thousand young people were 
brought to God, you, too, would have rejoiced. 

Or if you had heard Brother Thomas, of North Carolina, 
tell of the many saved and the more than a thousand 
added to the Church and how the young people helped 
to raise over $30,000 for the homeless children, your heart 
would have been thrilled. Brother Thomas said, without 
blushing, that Springfield, N. C., held the national record 
for the best attendance for young people. 

Brother Summers, of Texas, said that through the Sun- 
day School Home Extension Department they had been 
working in prisons and had secured the release of several 
boys from prison through the custody of our pastors, pro- 
vided they attended the Sunday School and church serv- 
ices regularly. 

Brother Ray, of Georgia, told of the special program to 
support ten Georgia students in Lee College. Georgia is

made a recent trip to Hongkong and Canton, from Shang- 
hai. “Some Chinese women, who had come by sedan chair 
some thirty-four miles to attend their first postwar con- 
ference, discovered that Scriptures could be purchased 
at this conference,” he wrote the Bible Society. “For a 
long time their home town had been cut off from Scrip- 
tures. Immediately, these women took the money allowed 
for their return journey and bought up all the Scriptures 
they could and, carrying these, they walked home. When 
people use car, rail, or chair fare to purchase Scriptures 
and then walk, the Written Word really means some- 
thing.” ; 

Never in the history of missions in China has the de- 
mand been so great as it is today, for copies of the com- 
plete Bible, the report says further. From all over the 





ists, come increasing demands for the Word and, it is 
a fact that most of the time of many missionaries is spent 
in Bible teaching. The Bible Society is doing all it pos- 
sibly can to meet the need for Scriptures, but the means 
are limited and the need is immense.

also progressing in every other department of the work. 

Brother Dowdy, Overseer of Nebraska and Kansas, said 
that over half of our churches in Nebraska were set in 
order from our Sunday School. 

Brother Campbell, of Kentucky, said that for the past 
eleven months there was an increase in Sunday School at- 
tendance of over 47,000; that’ Kentucky was the nation’s 
first in the number of young people receiving definite ex- 
periences with God and being added to the Church. He 
mentioned that there had been, apparently, considerable 
crowing in other states, but that the crowing from Ken- 
tucky was not that of the Bantam, nor the uncertain 
sound of the first attempts of the beginner “crower,” but 
like that mature crowing of the master of the barnyard. 
Incidentally, they are putting the Lighted Pathway in ev- 
ery county jail in Kentucky. 

Brother Christenburg, of Mississippi, said he understood 
that in most of this kind of work it took eloquence and 
brains and added, “Now that we have displayed our elo- 
quence, it is time to return to the field and use our brains.” 

Overseer John L. Byrd gave a good report of the youth 
work in Louisiana, and said they were sponsoring the pur- 
chase and erection of a youth camp in his state this year. 

Miss Pedigo, daughter of the late Dr. Pedigo, of Kansas, 
was the representative of Kansas. She gave an interesting 
account of the work and told of one little girl, the only 
teen-ager with salvation in the church, who desired to 
have a Young People’s Endeavor. She announced the meet- 
ing. Only a few married people attended—not one young 
person. She quoted the text, “I can do all things through 
Christ which strengtheneth me,” and announced another 
meeting. By special efforts and persistence, she now has a 
Y.P.E. of some forty-five or fifty youngsters with a district 
bus bringing them in to the services. The churches in this 
territory are small and still in the pioneer stage. May God 
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bless the faithful.efforts of those pioneers of the western, 
central territory, as well as those in every section of our 
nation. 

These youth leaders pledged again their loyal support 
of the entire program of the Church. They have launched 
a great subscription campaign of the Evangel and Lighted 
Pathway. They have assumed a great share of the re- 
sponsibility of the Church of God notes, which is to bene- 
fit our college, our youth and our Church in general. They 
were the first to buy the notes and at this meeting have 
gotten off to a splendid start. They are endeavoring to 
promote training of teachers for our Sunday Schools, as 
well as to promote the work of our young people every way 
—Spiritually, mentally and physically—trying to develop 
them into full-sized, physically-fit, efficiently-trained 
workers to do the task which lies immediately before them. 
The entire Church program is their program, but not their 
limits, for they are the young men of whom the Bible 
speaks “shall dream dreams.” 

Like the writer of Hebrews, let me say, time would fail 
me to tell of the rest of them and since there were three 
writers assigned to cover the convention, and, too, our 
Editorial and Publications Board was in session the greater 
part of the time so that I was not privileged to attend all 
the meeting, I shall make some observations and sugges- 
tions and close my thought. 

The first meeting was held in Eldorado, Ill., Feb. 4, 5, 
1947, where the pioneering in this field was first begun, but 
at this second meeting everyone could see that definite 
progress had been made. I was impressed with the idea 
of the promotional meeting, where they sat down and 
talked of the ways and means of getting the job done. They 
learned of each other and I think we, perhaps, can learn 
our lesson from them. 

Why not have a general officials and state overseers 
promotional meeting some thirty days after the Assembly, 
prior to the state ministers’ meetings, where they could ex- 
change ideas, plans, ways, and means of promotion? 
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INDEPENDENCE 


The Fearful and Damning Spirit 


In the past few years, especially 
on account of the necessity and ex- 
tremity which existed because of the 
war, scientists have made unbeliev- 
able, tremendous progress in every 
field. They tell us now that they ex- 
pect to go to the moon before long. 
WONDERFUL! 

But wait! Let us be honest in the 
following serious questions. Through 
these marvelous advances in the 
scientific field, have we been helped 
to be better human beings? Are we 
more godly than before? Have we 
been drawn nearer to God? made to 
bow lower before Him? or have we 
rather been led farther away from 
Him and become more independent 
of Him? Sadly and undeniably, the 
latter is the case. 

Independence of God has been the 
fearful and damning spirit down 
through the ages. This was the spirit 
that caused Lucifer to fall from his 
heavenly position. It was the same 
spirit that influenced a multitude of 
angels to join Satan’s_ rebellion 
rather than to be subject-to God; 
and finally, it was the spirit that 
brought about the fall of the human 
race. Eve listened to the serpent, de- 
siring to be made wise, and refused 
the position in the garden, wanting 
to be independent of God. As a re- 
sult, the whole creation was cursed 
and later destroyed by the flood, ex- 
cept Noah and his family, who were 
preserved in the ark. The flood de- 
stroyed the world, but the spirit of 
independence remained and mani- 
fested itself again in the building of 
the tower of Babel, which brought an- 
other judgment from God (the con- 
fusion of tongues). 

Today that spirit is manifest even 
more visibly and powerfully. This 
brought about the war. The United 
Nations have been working busily 
since the end of the war, but nothing 
worth-while has been accomplished— 
just heated quarrels and arguments. 
Why? Because of that same spirit of 
independence of God and His ways. 

Now, let us look at the religious 
world. It is under the same curse. 
There are many great religious move-

ments and powerful church organi- 
zations, but God is left out. Every- 
thing is operated by the efforts and 
workings of the flesh; by the intelli- 
gence, power and plans of the natural 
man. God is not needed, He is not 
depended on. They have thousands 
and thousands on their membership 
rolls, but it is to be feared that they 


"are only chaff and tares. You can talk 


to most any religious leader and he 
will tell you that he can see this in 
his church. You can and will be 
forcibly impressed with the conver- 
sation of the leaders in most all the 
Pentecostal movements in regard to 
independence in the work. 


The true Church, according to the 
divine plan and pattern, is the spirit- 
ual body of Christ. It is and must be 
a spiritual ORGANIZATION, with or- 
ganism within her workings. It is not 
something run by the works of the 
flesh, like worldly clubs; such as, 
BALL GAMES, BOXING MATCHES, 
ETC. The apostle Paul said that the 
flesh profiteth nothing. He further 
said that “in me, in my flesh, dwell- 
eth no good thing,” and he said again, 
“For we are the circumcision, which 
worship God in (by, R. V.) the Spirit, 
. . . and have no confidence in the 
flesh,” Phil. 3:3. Beloved, we need to 
ask for the old path. 


Some may say, “We must be up-to- 
date in our religious efforts.” No, we 
do not need to be, and must not be, 
if the way and the truth of God are 
being sacrificed and forsaken. We 
dare not follow the crowd. 


Our most dire and urgent need is 
the mighty outpouring of the Spirit. 
When we have it, crowds will be 
drawn, souls will be saved, sanctified, 
baptized with the Holy Ghost, healed, 
baptized in water, and helped to 
grow in grace and in knowledge. 
When Christ was on earth, He suf- 
fered, and when we get to the place 
that we can and will experience the 
Word in 1 Peter 5:10, then we will be 
made to desire to get to the old land- 
mark. When Christ was on earth, His 
ministry was carried out in the Spirit 
and in power. Matt. 12:28. Paul, the 





great scholar of Gamaliel, a doctor of 
the law, dared not to depend on his 
religious learning; but entirely on the 
same power of God. Rom. 15:19. This 
is the old path. On what or whom do 
we depend in the ministry and in our 
movements? Are we seeking to be 
equipped with worldly wisdom and 
power? or are we depending absolute- 
ly on the power of God? (This does 
not mean that ignorance is at a 
premium.) 


Moses spent forty years in Egypt 
to become something. He “was mighty 
in word and in deed.” One day he 
started out in his own strength to 
deliver the children of Israel, but ut- 
terly failed and had to flee for his 
own life. Then he spent another forty 
years in the backside of the desert— 
in the school of God. There he learned 
to be nothing, and when he reached 
that place, God called him to be the 
deliverer. Even then he hesitated to 
respond to the call. Why? Because he 
had been reduced to nothing. His ab- 
solute dependence on God was shown 
in his conversation with God. “If thy 
presence go not with us, carry us not 
up hence.” In other words, Moses 
could not take another step without 
the presence of God, for he had 
learned to put no confidence in the 
flesh, but in God. 


Saints, friends, and church people, 
where are we today? Have we been 
fully saved from the spirit of in- 
dependence of each other, from the 
spirit of independence of God? Can 
we depend on our own inefficiency? or 
will we depend on God’s all-efficiency?

Rev. Arthur Ray Pedigo was born 
February 19, 1902, in Eli, Kentucky, 
departing this life September 29, 1947. 
He spent his early childhood with his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. L. G. Pedigo, in 
Russell County. 

When he was twenty-one years of 
age, he entered into the Palmer School 
of Chiropractic in Davenport, Iowa. 
After he completed his required work 
in the Palmer School, he practiced for 
one year, when, on December 25, 1927, 
he and Miss Carrie B. Mann united in 
marriage. To this union there were 
four children born, three girls and one 
boy. The son preceded Brother Pedigo 
in death. 

Brother Pedigo practiced chiroprac- 
tic for fifteen years in Campbellsville, 
Columbia, and Russell Springs, Ken- 
tucky. He had great success in getting 
people well of their diseases, but in 
1938 he gave up his position as a doc- 
tor and entered into the Church of 
God Bible Training School, in Sevier- 
ville, Tennessee, to prepare for the 
calling from God which he had felt 
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since he was seventeen years old. 

Atter graduating from Bible School 
in the spring of ’41, he pastored the 
church at Glasgow, Kentucky, until 
the Assembly, when he was assigned 
the church at Harlan, Kentucky. He 
had three successful years for the Lord 
there, where many souls found the 
Lord. The church membership was 
doubled, and the church greatly 
blessed under his capable leadership. 

In 1944, the Appointing Board saw 
fit to appoint him state overseer of 
the Church of God in Kansas. Under 
his great leadership from 1944 until 
his death in 1947, there were eight 
churches organized and the Church 
membership of the State more than 
doubled. The first year of his work 
as overseer of Kansas, the mission and 
orphanage offerings doubled, with the 
other years showing noticeable in- 
creases. 

Just after the camp meeting, Broth- 
er Pedigo was engaged for a revival in 
the church in South Wichita. Several 
of the ministers saw that he was tired 
and needed a rest, therefore they 
begged him not to go but to take a rest. 
But as Brother Pedigo was a man who 
never gave up when there was work 
for the Lord to be done, he went on 


to the revival. During this revival a 
lady was sanctified and received the 
Holy Ghost. Brother Pedigo made 
mention several times while he was 
sick, that just that one soul receiving 
those experiences paid him for all his 
suffering. 

His last work was on September 1, 
when he moderated his ministers’ 
meeting in his home, as he was unable 
to go down to the local church. The 
year’s program was planned and the 
ministers were well on their way, 
working on the program, when he 
passed away. 

His work in Kansas was greatly ap- 
preciated by all the ministers, mem- 
bers, and friends of the Church. Not 
only did they appreciate him, but the 
church in Independence, where his 
membership was, realizes its great loss, 
although we know that our loss is only 
heaven’s gain. Everyone misses Broth- 
er Pedigo’s big smile and his encour- 
aging words. 

The funeral was conducted in the 
Church of God in Russell Springs, 
Kentucky, with Rev. B. M. Woolwine, 
his pastor, in charge and Rev. J. C. 
Jernigan, General Overseer, assisting. 

He leaves to mourn his departure 
his wife and three daughters; name- 
ly, Raydeen, Mary Ann, and Tommie 
Lynn, many relatives and a host of 
friends. His family needs us to re- 
member them in prayer.

Though Peter had been admitted 
to close fellowship with the Lord, and 
he had rendered Him constant per- 
sonal service, YET he was possessed 
with a spasmodic, impulsive disposi- 
tion, being so self-announced, self- 
determined, and self-willed that he 
was not in a position to impart spirit- 
ual strength to others. Therefore, the 
Master said, “When thou art convert- 
ed, strengthen thy brethren.” Not 
until he was converted, or caused to 
undergo a moral change; not until the 
spirit of overwhelming  self-confi- 
dence had given place to a super- 
natural change of a divine origin; 
not until then would he be ably fitted 
to strengthen the brethren. 

One of the greatest hindrances to 
the apostle’s ministry was the spas- 
modic, impulsive disposition which 
he possessed; that is, acting by mo- 
mentary impulse, hasty, rash, and 
not continuously. The requisite to 
this condition was an anti-spasmodic 
tonic. There is a medicine called 
anti-spasmodic, supposed to be a 
remedy for spasms or convulsions. Is 
this not a much-needed medicine for 
many Christian workers, who only do 
service when there is a great stir and 
when they are enthusiastically moved? 
Then they do it like they were in 
a fit or convulsion. The cure for 
such a condition is to go through that 
supernatural change that is wrought 
by the Holy Ghost, and be made a 
“partaker of the divine nature.” This 
will make work steady and persever- 
ing, as it did for Peter after he re-

ceived the cure. 

It is only when we come to a knowl- 
edge of ourselves that we can realize 
our extremity. Peter believed him- 
self capable to cope with any even- 
tuality. Not one time would he have 
entertained the thought that the 
sneer of a maid would cause him to 
deny his Lord. It is when we think 
ourselves to be strong that we are 
weak; to be humble when we are 
proud; to be generous when we are 
essentially self-seeking; to be devout 
when we are unspiritual; to be near 
God when we are afar off and need 
a transformation, or a miraculous 
change. 

What happened that brought this 
presumptuous over-confident disciple 
to see himself? Jesus had warned 
Peter that Satan had asked for him 
(“Satan desires to sift you as wheat”), 
and spoke such burning words of con- 
demnation as “the cock shall not 
crow thrice,’ and gave other strong 
rebukes, YET not a blow brought him 
to the ground. Peter was brought 
down when he saw himself slipping 
down the steep descent of sin, and 
that came through the one reproach- 
ful glance—the look of wounded love. 
It was this look of passion that pene- 
trated the thicker covering of the 
human flesh to the very thought of 
the mind, to the very desire of the 
heart, and to the inmost secret of 
the inner life. 

Christ gave to Peter a notice of the 
devil’s designs upon him, “Satan hath 
desired to have you.” While this no- 
tice was designed to Peter, possibly 
it was also designed to be a warning 
to all the disciples. ‘All of you shall 
be offended because of me.” It was 
given to Peter because he was princi- 
pally concerned and was always the 
principal speaker in talking to Christ. 

There are many followers of Christ 
today who are possessed with the 
qualities that would make them use- 


ful and mighty workers in the king- 
dom of God, but they are like Naaman, 
captain of the host of the kingdom of 
Syria, who was a great man, and hon- 
orable, and a mighty man of valor, 
but who was a leper; and, like Peter, 
who was an honest man, a man of in- 
tegrity, openhearted, ready to dare 
and do, and had the possibilities of a 
great future, but was possessed with 
the leprosy of self-will, self-deter- 
mination, and self-confidence. Though 
Naaman was possessed with all the 
qualities that would make him a 
mighty man, yet he was handicapped 
by the awful disease of leprosy. It 
was beyond the ingenuity of man to 
remove this hindrance. His only hope 
was a touch from God. So it was 
with Peter. Before the Lord gave him 
the charge to help others, He in- 
structed him that he himself should 
be helped of God. “When thou art 
converted, strengthen thy brethren”; 
when thou art recovered by the grace 
of God, and brought to a condition 
that you can see your own self, then 
do what you can to recover others; 
when thou hast found that thy faith 
in God alone will keep you from fall- 
ing, then you can labor to confirm 
the faith of others. 


It was absolutely necessary for this 
miraculous change to take place in 
the heart and life of the man before 
he was eligible to carry on the work 


of his Master in prcmoting the king- 


dom of God, though Peter had indi- 
cated his resolutions to cleave to 
Christ at whatever the cost: “Lord, I 
am ready to go with thee, both into 
prison and to death.” This was, in- 
deed, a great word, but I am sure 
he meant what he said at that time, 
and that he fully meant to make 
good that promise. 

It is a well-known fact that any 
living thing not properly equipped for 
any eventuality or circumstance of 
life into which it may be brought, is

doomed to die. For every place of 
existence, or social position, a cor- 
responding fitness is needed. It is 
imperative that we have an inward 
adjustment of character so as to en- 
able us to cope with every condition 
in this spiritual warfare. Without it, 
we will meet with defeat:in every 
conquest or battle. 

“To be carnally minded is death.” 
“The weapons of our warfare are NOT 
carnal.” 

You will note that all the true dis- 
ciples of Christ sincerely desire and 
design to follow Him whithersoever 
He goeth and whithersoever He leads 
them, though into prison or through- 
out the world; but that is a resolu- 
tion that can’t be carried out in our 





human strength only. We must have 
something from God. 

Jesus wanted to let Peter know that 
he did not know his own heart, and 
for him to know it he must be left 
to himself a little while. “The cock 
shall not crow this day, before that 
thou shalt thrice deny that thou 
knowest me.” 

This experience was of greater 
value to him in his ministry than 
almost anything that had happened 
in his life. It was after this incident, 
and the enduement of power for serv- 
ice that he received on the day of 
Pentecost, that from his most inward 
life flowed those “rivers of living 
water” (“He that believeth on me, 
as the scripture hath said, out of 
his belly shall flow rivers of living 
water,” St. John 7:38) which blessed 
the people of God throughout the 
ages past. His messages today are a 
source of inspiration and blessing to 
those who read them. 

After this miraculous change in the 
life of the apostle Peter, we find that 
he is no longer a weakling, “follow- 
ing afar off,” denying his Lord; but 
he becomes a great spiritual giant, 


insomuch that he can face the mul- 
titude, proclaiming the first Pente- 
costal message. 

After the apostle had covered every 
possible Jewish objection, he took for 
his theme, “Jesus Is the Messiah!” 
Acts 2:36, “Therefore let all the 
house of Israel know assuredly, that 
God hath made that same Jesus, 
whom ye have crucified, both Lord 
and Christ.” This message was un- 
welcomed, of course, by those Jews 
who had rejected the Messianic 
claims and who had Him crucified. 

The law of limitation is made mani- 
fest in nature. We are told that many 
efforts have been put forth to pre- 
serve the white bear and the rein- 
deer where the meteorological con- 
ditions were much different to that 
of the native country of these ani- 
mals, But without success. The only 
way this can be done, the climate 
must be changed, or the nature of 
the animals must be transformed. 

The character of the kingdom of 
God cannot be changed to suit the 
nature of man, therefore man must 
be transformed, or become a new 
creation. 





Building by God's Pattern

Text: Gen. 6:13-16, “And God said 
unto Noah, The end of all flesh is come 
before me; for the earth is filled with 
violence through them; and, behold, I 
will destroy them with the earth. Make 
thee an ark of gopher wood; rooms 
shalt thou make in the ark, and shalt 
pitch it within and without with pitch. 
And this is the fashion which thou 
shalt make it of: the length of the 
ark shall be three hundred cubits, the 
breadth of it fifty cubits, and the 
height of it thirty cubits. A window 
shalt thou make to the ark, and in a 
cubit shalt thou finish it above; and 
the door of the ark shalt thou set in 
the side thereof; with lower, second, 
and third stories shalt thou make it.” 


Building is a very popular occupation 
in the world and a very important as- 
set in the spiritual realm. When we 
look round. about us today, almost on 
every hand we see some type of build- 
ing going up, either a home, a fac- 
tory, or some great building project 
or business enterprise. It is true that 
all of these are important and are 
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greatly necessary in this great age of 
progress and advancement in which 
we live, but even with all of its great- 
ness, its beauty and splendor, it isn’t 
nearly so important as the building 
of a life and preparing our souls for 
eternity. 


Life is the most precious thing which 
man can possess and the soul the most 
important part of man during eter- 
nity. Mark 8:36, 37, “For what shall it 
profit a man, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own soul? Or 
what shall a man give in exchange for 
his soul?” 


There are two things confronting 
every human being upon the face of 
the earth, and they are: will my soul 
spend eternity in heaven, a land of 
glory, happiness, and peace; or, will 
my soul spend eternity in hell, a place 
of everlasting fire, torment, and de- 
struction? In order for our souls to 
spend eternity in heaven (where ev- 
ery honest-hearted person wants to 
go), we must make preparation here 
while on this earth by “building by 
God’s pattern.”

of God. 1 Peter 1:23. In John 3:5, 
the water could stand for the Word 
of God. James 1:18, “Of his own will 
begat he us with the word of truth.” 
In 1 Cor. 4:15, Paul alleges that he 
had begotten the Corinthians through 
the gospel. God’s order then is Holy- 
Ghost-anointed ministers, who preach 
the gospel, the Word of God. The 
Holy Ghost softens the heart so that 
the seed, the Word of God, can pene- 
trate into it; the seed is then vital- 
ized by the Holy Ghost and takes root 
and begins to grow. It is the work 
of the Holy Ghost to constantly bear 
witness of Christ and His finished 
work on Calvary to the world of sin- 
‘ful and sinning men. John 15:26, 
“ . . he shall testify of me.” John 
16:14, “. . . he shall receive of mine, 
and shall shew it unto you.” The 
Holy Ghost is unselfish in His work, 
and exalts Christ and not Himself. 
As Eliezer, in the 24th chapter of 
Genesis, speaks of the things of Isaac 
to win the bride Rebecca, so the Holy 
Ghost speaks of the things of Christ 
to win men to Him. 

It is the work of the Holy Ghost to 
present the atonement of the Lord 
Jesus Christ to the sinner as the 
grounds of his pardon. Heb. 10:28, 29. 
When the sinner refuses the testi- 
mony of the Holy Ghost in His tender 
pleadings to draw him to the blood, 
he does despite to the Spirit of grace, 
is in contempt to Him, literally in- 
sults Him, and this is a tragic step 
that men are solemnly warned against 
in the Word of God. Note Gen. 6:3, 
“The Lord said, My spirit shall not 
always strive with man.” Isa. 63:10, 
“But they rebelled, and vexed his 
holy Spirit: therefore he was turned 
to be their enemy, and he fought 
against them.”

Whosoever speaketh against the Holy 
Ghost, it shall not be forgiven him, 
neither in this age nor the age to 
come.

Stephen, in Acts 7:51, charged the 
people with being stiffnecked and un- 
circumcised in heart and ears, and 
always resisting the Holy Ghost as 
their fathers did.
